were dispensed freely. 
The property 
loss in this city is immense.

clearing away of ashes and «iebris has 
not gone far enough to allow even an 
approximate estimate of the loss of 
human Jife. 
Fear Mo u n t W ill Co llap se. 
Houses on the Island of Sakura that 
remain standing are enveloped in lava 
and resemble gigantic wasps.

gees who returned are in a terrified

Throughout the eruptions the staff of
